Civil War. 

London. June 21.—Civil war con¬ 
ditions prevail in Londonderry, and 
the authorities are powerless, it is 
declgred In an Exchange Telegraph 
dJapatch from Londonderry this 
morning. Several additional person* 
were killed in this morning’s rioting 
there, according to this message. 

The firing la being maintained 
with deaperate Intensity. Business 
Is suspended, and. the postmen are 
declining to deliver malt. 

When tha troops stop the fighting 
In one xone, the dlsputch adds, firing 
breaks oat In another. 

Five Killed. 

Dispatches stated that in the riot¬ 
ing on Saturday night five persons 
were klllfcd, ten were seriously 
wounded, seven of them mortally, 
and about 100 were badly injured. 
The fighting was accompanied by 
several attempts at Incendiarism, one 
of which resulted in the burning of 
a large store. 

Held Sway. 

The rioting was a continuation of 
the disorder* of Friday night, when 
Nationalists and Unionists were en¬ 
gaged In dashes for several hours, 
and the military had to be called out. 
Tha military remained In what were 
considered the danger xone* but, not - 
withstanding its presence, the dis¬ 
orderly elements held sway for some 
time.

Manufacturers’ Association, is tho 
father of the scheme, snd It Is his in¬ 
tention to lay his plan In concrete 
form before the executive meeting of 
his association this afternoon. 

Briefly the idea Is to organise and j 
Incorporate a company to be known 
as the B. C. Sales Agency. Limited, in 
which each of the manufacturing con¬ 
cerns wofiWI take one or two sharea 
of stock. Three hundred manufactur¬ 
ers each taking two flfty-dollar shares 
would raise a capital of $30,000, and 
to this might be added. If advisable, 
the value of a number of nharea Is¬ 
sued to commercial travelers, the sug¬ 
gestion being that travelers take Just 
one share each.

free frbm the rock and presented to 
the museum, was found, making a 
distinct addition to the records of 
science, sod giving to Toronto the 
only spsclmtn of this spsetes >st dls- 
covsrsd. Three incomplets skslsuma. 
of the krltosaurus and a great horn¬ 
ed head of a Brontosaurus, four feet 
six inchss In length, were found by 
the professor, but have not yet been 
carved from the rock. It Is ttot hope 
of Prof. Parks to collect ultimately 
for the Royal Ontario Museum one 
of the finest exhibits of dinosaurs in 
existence. 

Buttes. - 

The locality and the method of 
finding the specimens have been de¬ 
scribed by Prof. Parks, as follows: 
"The river cute right through the 
flat prairie to a depth of 400 feet, 
forming a lot of broken buttes. *nd 
It is among these that the bonaa are 
discovered. One of the difficulties in 
obtaining complete specimens is that 
the bones cannot be obtained until 
they are partly exposed by the action 
of natural rodlng causes.

Prof. Walcott has taken annual 
parties into this district, blasting 
fossils out of what is known as the 
Cambrian Rocks. When the large 
slabs.were blasted loose they were 
split with chisel and hammer, and 
fossils of animals were exposed that 
were. In life, softer than Jellyfish. 

The shale bed suggests that the 
waters of the ancient Cambrian Bea 
swarmed with life. Just as the ocean 
does to-day at Banta Catalina Island. 
But this was long before the advent 
of fish on earth, and no trace of fish 
is found among the fossils. 

The find upsets the theory that in 
the Proteroxolc Age only one-celled 
Amebe. etc. e.xlstrd on the earth, 
instead of only unicellular animals 
there were actual swimming and 
cruwling water forms of animals al¬ 
ready dominant. 

Prof. Walcott estimates that fossils 
of these animals were engulfed about 
27,640,000 years ago. He adds to this 
figure 17,500.000 years during which 
these and other creations were 
evolving from each other In the pre- 
Paleosolc - period.

British con¬ 
sumption before the war was nearly 
4.909.000 bales, and the total Amer¬ 
ican crop last year was only 11 . 000 . 000 . 
What was going to happen wham 
the rest of the world—and particu¬ 
larly the continental countries—woke 
up and began to demand more cotton? 

By next year, he eald, the contin¬ 
ental mills probably would be more 
active than now and the demand In¬ 
creased and the Oriental demand also 
would be much higher. Bo long as 
ths workers and producers of the 
world were making so much more 
money than they ever did before, he 
did not see hfew the demand for cot¬ 
ton fcroods was even going to be sub¬ 
stantially reduced. The world wo* 
not producing sufficient cotton to 
meet thiadejnand and was not likel) 
to do so unless some way waa de¬ 
vised of making use of even the low¬ 
est grades.

It was only a question of time, he 
asserted, when the world would 1 face 
a scarcity of cotton, and it was high 
time, therefore, that' something was 
done to develop new sources of sap 1 
ply. for even when they were found ■ 
they would not be able to afford eub- , 
stantlal relief for five or tea years. 
He was not sure that the time had 
ont-come for them to look around for 
an efficient cotton substitute, for the 
world was full of textile fibres which ;

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DID HOT WAHT IT. 

Mr. I.lsyd George informed a-deputation last 
Wednesday that “three great powers,” meaning 
presumably Great Britain, France and Italy, had 
nade representations to Poland against at- 
Setting Russia before the Polish offensive opened, 
but without success. This disposes of the story, 
lireulated by oppdhents of the British Premier, 
thst the Supreme Council had encouraged and 
insisted the Polish military operation. That of¬ 
fensive was initiated by Poland, on an under¬ 
standing with Simon Petlura, the peasant leader 
*f the Ukraine, for the avowed purpose of ere- 
iting a buffer state between Soviet Russia and 
Poland. 

It was a hopeless undertaking on the face of 
it, for Poland lacks the resources in men and ma¬ 
terial to maintain a prolonged active conflict with 
8oviet Russia, which has a well-organized and 
ibly-led army of several million men. Even if 
it were possible to set up such a state the protec¬ 
tion of it would impose Upon its guarantor a 
•train such as Poland could not endure. 

If any country needs peace it is Poland. 8tarva-, 
lion it stalking through the land and funds are 
being raised throughout the world for the famine- 
•trieken population. Yet she engaged in an am¬ 
bitions military offensive, not because she was im¬ 
mediately menaced—for she was not—but to 
perpetuate a cockpit for future wars, for that is 
ill buffer states in Europe have amounted to. 
The inevitable result of the Polish offensive has 
been the consolidation of Russian senti¬ 
ment in favor of the Soviet Government and the 
development of counter operations whieh now 
threaten to sweep over the whole of Poland. 

THEY COME HIGH. 

A great many advocates of the municipaliza¬ 
tion of Seattle's street railway system must have 
felt a very decided shock on learning 
that after July 19* it will coat ten cents in 
cash or a 6'4 cent ticket to ride on the municipal 
ears. Mayor Caldwell haa just signed an ordin¬ 
ance to this effect and it may be taken for granted 
that he would not have done so except under tjie 
sternest compulsion. The enormous deficits with 
whieh the municipality is burdened on account 
•f the street railway system must be met either 
in thi^ way, or by special taxation under some 
other'head, which would be poor business. In 
more than one community where the municipality 
has found itself compelled to operate a street rail¬ 
way the discovery has been made that there is a 
rather substantial contrast between talking about 
how to run such a public utility and actually run¬ 
ning it. The cost of operating that business has 
increased precisely as the cost of everything else 
has increased and the difference must be met by 
higher revenue. It cannot be met by graceful 
gestures or eloquent periods. 


POIJHD DAY. 

Appeals to the generosity of .the people of 
Victoria never go unheeded. To-morrow's 
"pound day" in behalf of the unfortunate in^ 
mates of the B. C, Protestant Orphanage Home 
will be no exception. It is not necessary to re¬ 
fer at this stage to the magnificent work which 
has been carried on at this institution for three 
decades. It is necessary, however, to remind 
those who ara more happily circumstanced that 
the Home to-day assumes the responsibility for 
the care of more than sixty ehildren who are 
obliged to face the future without the knowledge 
and comfort of parental guidance. An under¬ 
taking of this sort naturally makes its appeal to 
humanitarian sentiment; but the work of the 
institution requires the additional meed of prac¬ 
tical aaaistanee. And it is because the people of 
this city fully understand the importance of the 
Home and its mission that to-morrow’s giving 
of money and kind will not be allowed to be 
less than in former years.

A HASD HUT. 

The question of the enforcement of the treaty 
with Turkey is one of the most pressing matters 
under consideration by the conference now going 
on at Boulogne. The Supreme Council has solved 
not a few knotty problems arising out of the war 
since the peace negotiations were opened, but the 
Near East problem perhaps is ^he most difficult 
and distracting of all. In the first place^the 
Turkish Government cannot enforce the treaty 
upon its own people. Mustapha Kemal and his 
Nationalists are in revolt, controlling Anatolia in 
Asia Minor, and the once "Sublime Porte" has 
not sufficient reliable forces to suppress the 
rebels. Secondly, Mustapha is reported to be ne¬ 
gotiating for an understanding with Moscow 
under whieh the two sriU move against Persia 
ind India. 

Obviously, therefore, the indispensable pre¬ 
liminary to the effective operation of the treaty 
with Turkey is the elimination of Mustapha and 


his Nationalists. Neither Great Britain, France , 
nor Italy is desirous of starting a new wari 
in that region to the extent of dispatching 
a large army there, which is one of the few things 
in connection with the Near East situation the 
three are agreed upon. 

Greece, it is understood, is willing to deal 
with Mustapha in a military way subject to cer¬ 
tain conditions of aid and compensation, and it is 
reported that Premier Velixelos has made this pro¬ 
posal to the conference. There are conflicting 
versions of the reception of the Venizelos offer, 
but there cannot be two opinions on the sagacity 
and sound judgment of the Greek Premier on 
matters affecting the Near East. If his advice 
had been takeit by the Allies early in the war 
the present mess would not have developed. 


EGYPT AHD IHDBPEHDEH0E. 

In the absence of any official pronouncement 
it is difficult to understand the inner meaning 
of a disparth received in Cairo from the Egyptian 
Minister of Justice—who is in London for the 
moment—to the effect that Egyptian independ¬ 
ence may be established as a result of the confer¬ 
ences now taking place between himself and V is- 
count Milner. 

Since the Milner Mission returned from Cairo 
some months ago it had been generally supposed 
that the attitude of the Egyptian Nationalist 
Party had constituted sn almost insuperable bar¬ 
rier to a continuance of the British Protectorate 
without a constant recurrence of disorders. It 
was vehemently maintained, too, that British 
interests in Egypt were of such a character that 
relegation of the supreme control of the country 
to Nationalist authority never eould be sanc¬ 
tioned. Obviously Great Britain's interest in the 
Suez Canal must be safegusrded at all costs; her 
financial undertakings and irrigation enterprises 
similarly demand more than native jurisidiel ion. 
But there should be no difficulty in recognizing 
the national aspirations of the Egyptian people. 

Great Britain has sufficient territory to main¬ 
tain in peace without adding to her liabilities, 
while the granting of independence in this case 
is a long way from being synonymous with the 
confiscation of British interests. And on the 
slightest hint of danger to those interests an ap 
propriate demonstration of force would - be justi¬ 
fied—and effective. 


NOTE AND COMMENT 


What time is it, anyway f Ask a policeman. 


Mr. G. H. Statham. assistant commissioner of 
police, Behar, India, told one of the Vancouver 
newspapers that Anglo-Indians are strongly of 
the opinion that General Dyer saved a serious 
situation at Amritsar last year. The scolded of¬ 
ficer should have every opportunity to defend 
himself in spite of the Commission’s findings. 

Gold shipments from Canada to the United 
States have caused no reduction in the discount 
rate. No; four million dollars is s drop in the 
bucket compared with the adverse trade balance. 
Buy “made in Canada” goods will hjve to be 
heeded a great deal more before there is any 
material change in our favor. 

American and Eastern Canadian demand# for 
lumber are reported to have slackened off con¬ 
siderably with the result that the priee of logs 
are beginning to drop hurriedly. If the threaten¬ 
ing slump becomes serious for the mills, will con¬ 
certed action evolve a plan to take advantage 
of the eut-to-flt house business 1 We are thinking 
of the demand still insistent in Europe and the 
Antipodes. 

There is a general belief abroad that the Gov¬ 
ernment of thia Province will stage an election 
for the late fall of the present year—soon after 
the prohibition referendum has been taken. 
Should that be the caae only those who have suc¬ 
ceeded in getting on the voters’ list before July 
15 will be able to exercise the franchise. So, 
register now.

COTTONS AND CHILO LABOR 
(Norman Lambert In Tha Manitoba Free Praoa) 

If tha economic and moral character of tha woolen 
Industry Hi Cannda U*ad. that of tha cotton Industry Is 
worsa. Tha manufacturer of cotton sooda In Canada Is 
centred In some twenty-six mills, which are largely 
owned and op.r.tsd by the Dominion Textile Company, 
one of the blsgest Industrial mergers which wan ever 
organised In this country. The cotton Industry tn Can¬ 
ada employ, some lS.teo worker. AM « *fiee art 
children under sixteen years of a*e. In ISIS there were 
1411 boys and 1,411 girls under sixteen years of age 
working In the twenty-elx cotton mllle which represent 
thle Industry In Canada. The wages which these chU- 
dren received are lower even then the loweei figures 
shown In the woolen industry, where the adult women 
were the most poorly paid wsge-oarnors. An Idea of 
the mere pittance which the 4.100 children engaged ln 
the cotton Industry must receive may be Judged from the 
fact that tha average annual wag* for tha entire 16.000 
employees In the Industry Is only *521. or about 110 per 
weak It la significant that the reports from the Do¬ 
minion Bureau of Statistics do not contain a classifica¬ 
tion of wages In the cotton Industry similar to that pub¬ 
lished Jo connection with woolens 

Ths twenty-sis cotton mills tn Canada pay less U> 
thslr employees than ths woolen tnllta. but they get more 
return In the form of profits. It has already been shown 
from ths evidence submitted at Ottawa last year that 
the Dominion Textile Company actually realised SIS 
per cent, profits on Its original capital in the year 111*. 
Ths returns to tha Dominion Buronu of Statistics show 
thst 2I.S par cant, profit was earned Ig till upon the 
capital of tha sntlrs Canadian cotton Industry. 

Ths Canadian cotton manufacturer Is not only grind¬ 
ing these profits out of a poorly paid lot of employee*, 
but also out of every man, woman nnd child throughout 
ths Dominion who snlers a shop to buy soma sort of 
cotton goods. He enjoys tariff protsctlon on hla manu¬ 
factured product to tha extent ot twenty-five to thirty- 
two and a half par cent, and tn addition may Import his 
raw materials, such as raw cotton, dyes, etc., free.

IN BOULOGNE

Disarmament. 

The only clause involved In the 
execution of the Tresty of Versailles 
on which all “the Allies come to the 
conference In perfect agreement Is 
that relative to«the disarmament of 
Gervgaay. 

Premier Veniseloe will formally 
offer in the name of Oreeee to take 
the mandate for Armenia, and he 
will participate nrgely In all other 
discussions of Turkish questions. 

Italy. 

Count Carlo Sforsa. Italian Foreign 
Minister, will ssk on behalf of Italy 
for twenty per cent of the reparation* 
to be paid by Germany. 

At a luncheon served Immedlatelv 
after the arrival of Premiers Lloyd 
George and MUIerand. the programme 
for this afternoon was decided upon. 

It le understood It was agreed that 
the first subject to be discussed 
would be reparations, on which the 
two Premiere, according to best In¬ 
formation, railed to agree at the 
tytbe conference on Saturday. 

Satisfied. 

Both the French Premier and M. 
Francois-Marsal. however, expressed, 
upon their arrival, perfect satis¬ 
faction with the results of the Hythe 
conference. Contradicting general 
rumors, they said a complete accord 
between France and Great Britain 
had been reached at Hythe as to the 
reparations snd disarmament. They 
added that France had every reason 
to be satisfied. 

Lloyd Qserge Greeted. 

A targe and enthusiastic crowd 
greeted- Premier Lloyd George upon 
his arrival. The Premier told the 
correspondents that he was par¬ 
ticularly grateful for the cordiality 
displayed, remarking that It gave 
evidence of friendship and harmony 
prevailing between the two countries, 
and adding that he was sure this 
would continue. 

The dock on which the party landed 
was bedecked with streamers and the 
entire town was decorated for the 
occasion. A battery en the heights 
fired a salute and factory and steam¬ 
ship whistles raised a deafening din. 

At Hardelet* 

After the short conference begin¬ 
ning about noon, the delegates went 
for a picnic luncheon at the race¬ 
course. a few miles outside Boulogne.

the city on their return to Korea, 
are pioneer missionaries of uadsual 
Interest They were the first white 
people to peuetrate parts of Korea 
and went Into the interior eleven and 
a half years ago before Its annexa¬ 
tion by Japan, and the country was 
In a very rough, uncivilised sUte. 

Capt and Mrs. Hill went direct 
from . Salvation headquarters in 
London and returned on Ibelr first 
furlough last September. To-night 
at Salvation Army quarters In this 
city they will give a lecture in native 
costume on their remarkable ex¬ 
periences at 8 o’clock, standard time. 
They leave on Wednesday by the 
Empress of Japan for Korea. Ac- ( 
companyIng them Is their Uttle girl, 
who was bom In Korea. 

Mrs. Hill is an unusually clever 
exponent of the language, and to this 
| accomplishment owes much of her 
| influence In assisting Capt. Hill in 
his work. For the first time during 
the past year Korean women have 
been allowed to participate as equals 
In the education which Is being af¬ 
forded to the men. This progressive 
step Is largely dua to the Influence 
of the wives of the white missionar¬ 
ies. sUtes Capt. Hill. The white 
women have gained further access 
Into the homes of the natives, and 
are allowed conversation with both 
men and women, whlla tha men are 
permitted to speak only to tha male
